DAY-TRIPPING 


Ultimately, the best part of any trip isn't 
seeing exotic sights or sampling foreign 
foods. Travel experts say it's the change of 
pace and the break in routine that people 
most crave. 

That's the allure of even a day-long trip: 
its a mini-vacation, a quick get-away, а 
change of pace—and it's easily do-able. 
*One of the main things all people need is 
change," says Dan Hallinan, who owns 
Traveling with Children, a Berkeley, 
California, travel agency for families. 

Hallinan says some of the most exciting 
and fun excursions are day trips, which can 
range from a short drive to a city you 
haven't explored to hiking in the country or 
taking a train to a special park for a picnic. 

What can you do in a day? Often, 
families find they haven't been to some of 
the attractions that lie closest to home. 
Hallinan says his daughter still complains of

never having had the chance to walk across 
the Golden Gate Bridge, for example. 

Hallinan suggests getting a guide book 
on your area and searching it for fresh 
things to do. It's helpful to give your kids 
options: read some of the opportunities 
to them, or if they're old enough, encour- 
age them to browse through the books 
themselves. 

With younger children, Hallinan says, 
plan a balanced day. Mix faster-paced 
activities with something more restful. Or 
combine an hour or two at a museum or 
historical site with a few hours spent out- 
doors, flying a kite, or riding the merry-go- 
round. "Kids definitely need a chance to get 
some exercise and fresh air," Hallinan says. 

One of the ways to promote spur-of-the- 
moment day trips is to keep the car

The American Medical Association recom- 
mends that a first-aid kit indude adhesive 
bandages, aspirin or aspirin substitute,

Beware of fleas in the summer months. To 
eliminate and prevent unwelcome pests, use 
these tactics: scrub dogs or cats with soaps 
that contain an appropriate insecticide and 
repeat the process periodically; change the 
pet's bedding frequently; destroy larvae by 
spraying or dusting the pet’s quarters with 
an insecticide. 
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Often, families haven’t been to

Hallinan 
keeps a blanket, tablecloth, picnic basket, 
and some related items in his trunk year- 


Hallinan also suggests keeping a fanny 
pack or backpack for each child, filled with 
some car games and a small camera. Add 
juice boxes and snacks before you leave. 

Some of the fun of any excur- 
sion—even a day trip—are the 
memories. Hallinan suggests 
putting together an album of 
photos, admission tickets, 
menus, and brochures afterward. 

Some families find day trips 
more fun than longer adventures 
because they are less likely to be 
associated with the hassles and 
hard work that can come with trav- 
eling. “Day trips are a nicer break

Nyhuis offers loads of tips on making the 
most of a zoo trip. He suggests calling or 
writing the zoo and requesting a map and 
a brochure about the facility, including cur- 
rent hours and admission charges. Parents 
can plan a route ahead of time, discussing 
with children what animals they will see 
and getting an idea of their top priorities. 
Don’t forget to bring sun screen, binoculars 
and a camera with film. Wear comfortable 
shoes and a sun hat in summer. 

At the zoo, Nyhuis recommends renting 
or bringing a stroller for small kids, since 
most zoos demand a full day of walking. 

Plan to arrive early in the day to catch 
the animals before heat slows them down. 
Note the time and location of any animal 
shows or feedings, and plan accordingly. 
Shows vary from full-blown. entertainment 
to simple demonstrations, but the size of 
the amphitheater can be а good gauge of 
potential appeal. Also entertaining are the 

trams that are often 
available; many offer a 
wonderful over-view of 
a larger zoo that may 
be impossible to cover 
with small children. 
You can't feed the 
animals, but you can 
feed the family at a 
oo. Nyhuis notes,

Most children love to stop at the gift 
shop, and Nyhuis encourages parents to 
spring for something interesting but inex- 
pensive, like а plastic animal figurine, an 
animal pencil, or even post cards featuring 
favorite beasts. 

Nyhuis urges parents not to overdo a 
zoo trip, wrapping up the day as soon as 
the children—or the adults—show signs of 
fatigue. Especially with younger kids, short 
visits are likely to be the most memorable.

BB occasion for baking a blue-ribbon apple pie. To make it apple pie ala mode ala American, crank 
up some not-so-plain vanilla ice cream that explodes with crunchy ripples of cinnamon streusel. 
For a tart flavor, bake your “red, white and blue" pie with green apples—pippins or Granny 
Smiths, for example. Remember, it’s not un-American to use a ready-made and pre-rolled pie crust 
—you'll find it in the refrigerated section of your supermarket. That gives you the time to create a 
star-spangled crust for your pie, using a small cookie cutter. Let the kids do the cutting up here. 
Ice cream screamers of all ages will want to cut in when it’s time to churn the ice cream. And 
whether you use an old-fashioned bucket or a new-fangled electric dream machine, invite everyone 


around to fight for a lick of the dasher. 


FOURTH OF JULY AMERICAN PIE 
(APPLE, OF COURSE) 


7 to 8 tart apples, peeled, cored, and sliced 
3/4 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
teaspoon grated lemon peel

In a large bowl, combine the apples, sugar, 
and cornstarch. Stir to blend. Allow to stand for 
15 minutes, then stir in lemon juice and peel.

Transfer apple mixture to pie shell, piling high in 
the center. Dot with butter. Moisten rim of crust, 
then cover with top crust. Trim the overhang 
evenly, Roll crust edge under and finish as 
double-crust pie desired. Cut vents in top crust using a small 
tablespoons butter cookie cutter or with a very sharp knife.

CINNAMON STREUSEL ICE CREAM 


3 egg yolks 
2 cups whipping cream 
1 1/2 cups milk 
1 cup sugar 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
cinnamon streusel 


In a large bowl, whisk egg yolks until slightly 
thickened. Set aside. 

In a saucepan, combine cream, milk, and 
sugar. Bring to a gentle boil over medium-high 
heat, stirring to dissolve the sugar. 

Whisk about 1 cup of hot mixture into the 
egg yolks, then whisk egg yolk mixture back 
into the pan. Cook, stirring constantly, until the 
mixture is thick enough to coat the back of a 
spoon. Pour through a fine sieve into a large 
bowl. Stir in vanilla Cool slightly, then cover 
with plastic wrap and refrigerate for at least 4 
hours and up to 2 days. 

Freeze in an ice cream maker according to the 
manufacturer's instructions. Transfer ice cream to 
a freezer container and gently stir in cinnamon 
streusel just until marbleized. Cover lightly and 
freeze 1/2 to 2 hours before serving. 

Makes 1 quart. 

NOTE: To add extra smoothness and volume 
to homemade ice cream, make the mixture a day 
ahead and refrigerate. After churning, ripen the 
ice cream in an airtight container in the freezer 
from 1/2 to 2 hours. 


CINNAMON STREUSEL 


1/2 cup light brown sugar, packed 
2/3 cup all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon cinnamon 
1/4 cup butter 


Preheat oven to 300 degrees F. 

In a medium bowl, mix the brown sugar with 
the flourand cinnamon. Using knives or a pastry 
blender, cut in the butter until the mixture is - 
crumbly. Spreud evenly on a baking sheet. Bake 
for 5 minutes, stirring several times. Watch 
carefully to prevent burning. Cool, then break up 
any large clumps that may have formed.

did we. Holding your own taste test is simple. 
Here/s what we did. First, we 
came up with tasting notes to fill out. Our gourmet 
panel rated each ice cream on a scale from 1-5, with 
5 being best, in four different categories: Body 
(texture and creaminess); Flavor (intensity and 
components); Balance /Sweetness; and finally 
Aftertaste. Two flavors were tasted, vanilla and 
chocolate. (Each tester received approximately one 

tablespoon of ice cream to taste.) For the actual 

ice cream, we chose four blends easily available 
where the test took place: Ben and Jerry's, 
Haagen Daz, Baskin Robbins, and Dreyers. 

The test was conducted blind. The biggest fun: 

having our junior gourmets guess which ice

HIS JEWEL BOX OF A CONCERT opens with “Your Song,” setting the stage for an 
intimate excursion with the one and only Elton John. “That was the song that 25 years ago 
broke me in America,” Elton John explains. This Disney Channel special is a “different 


sort of show,” he adds, “playing some of the songs that | haven’t played for a long time.” 


Effortlessly reminding us of his genius as 
singer, improvisational pianist and compos- 
er, Elton reinvents familiar hits and polish- 
es up some old gems: “Levon” and “Indian 
Sunset” (1971), “Daniel” (1973), “Don’t Let 
The Sun Go Down On Ме” (1974); and 
“Sorry Seems To Be The Hardest Word” 
(1976). You'll also experience the classic 
“Bennie And The Jets” in boogie-woogie 
mode, the haunting “Candle In The Wind,” 
and “Crocodile Rock” performed in a way 
you've never heard before. The concert 
also features Elton’s Lion King hit (written 
with Tim Rice) “Can You Feel The Love 
Tonight,” plus the hit single “Believe” from 
his new album Made In England. 

Unlike the mammoth extravaganzas he 
is best known for, Elton John sits alone at 
the grand piano on this special evening, 
accompanied only by the extraordinary 
percussionist Ray Cooper. Elton is irides- 
cent in his flaming red suit as Cooper ath- 
letically moves from congas to cymbals, 
banging the gong, tickling the vibes, and 
getting more from a tambourine than 
seems musically possible. “I’m trying to 
create the image of a complete band,” says 
Cooper. The two of them build a musical 
powerhouse that must be seen to be 
believed. 

Once dubbed the “Liberace of Rock” 
for his outrageous costumes, whimsical 
spectacles and flamboyant stage per- 
sona, Elton John was born Reginald 
Kenneth Dwight in Middlesex, England, 
on March 25, 1947. He took piano 
lessons as a child and his precocious 
talent won him a scholarship to attend 
the Royal Academy of Music. As a stu- 
dent Elton proved more interested In. 
playing records and watching football 
than studying: he abruptly dropped out 
of school in 1965, two weeks shy of his 
final school exams. 

The unassuming future superstar 
took a day job as a messenger with a 
music publishing company and at night 
sang and played piano in a pub. Tips 
allowed him to buy an electric piano,

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and he formed his first band, The 
Corvettes, which later became Bluesology. 
The band became a mainstay in London's 
club circuit, backing up such visiting stars 
as Patti Labelle, Doris Troy, and The 
Drifters. Next came two years with Long 
John Baldry on the cabaret circuit. 
Thinking that Reg Dwight was a name that 
sounded like a “library assistant,” he 
became Elton John, taking the Elton from 
their saxophonist Elton Dean and the John 
from Baldry. 

In 1967, Elton answered an ad by 
Liberty Records asking for “Artistes/ 
Composers and Singer-Musicians.” His 


audition was rocky—Elton was too nervous 
to perform his own material—but he made 
a nice impression and was given lyrics sent 
in by a young poet named Bernie Taupin. 
The two corresponded but didn't actually 
meet until Elton had composed the music 
for 20 of Bernie's poems. The lads were 
signed as writers and began a creative 
partnership that endures to this day. 

In 1969, Elton auditioned as lead singer 
of the group King Crimson, but was turned 
down. Luckily, his debut album Empty Sky 
touched a few hearts, and he recorded 
"Your Song” for his self-titled second 


album. A 1970 Top Ten hit in both England 
and America, the album went Top Five, as 
did his third album, a dreamy collection 
with images of the Old West called 
Tumbleweed Connection, released just six 
months later. 

Elton would perform that year on 
England's Top Of The Pops and make his 
American debut at the 20th anniversary 
celebrations at the famed Troubadour in 
Los Angeles. His initial impact on American 
audiences struck deeply, and his Prince. 
Valiant hairdo was well remembered. Next 
came a live album, plus his soundtrack for 
the movie Friends, and then the smash 
album Mad Man Across The Water in 
1971. The following year, Elton debuted 
his trio of Nigel Olsson, drums; Dee 
Murray, bass; and Davey Johnstone, guitar. 
Their chemistry was perfect: his next six 
albums all rocketed to #1: Honky Chateau 
(1972), Don't Shoot Me, Гт Only The 
Piano Player (1973), Goodbye Yellow 
Brick Road (1973), Caribou (1974), 
Captain Fantastic And The Brown Dirt 
Cowboy (1975), and Rock Of The Westies 
(1975). At one point it was estimated that 
296 of all records sold in the world were 
by Elton John!

W with Diamonds." Lennon played guitar as 
Dr. Winston O'Boogie and made a bet to 
join Elton on stage in the unlikely event 
that it reached the top of the charts. When 
it hit #1, Lennon joined him in NYC at 
Madison Square Garden for what would be 
his very last public performance. 

That same year Elton starred as the 
Pinball Wizard in the film version of The 
Who's Tommy. In 1976, he released Blue 
Moves, which yielded another international 
hit “Sorry Seems To Be The Hardest Word," 
featured in this special. Elton had become 
one of the most famous and highest paid 
entertainers in history, continually surpris- 


ing audiences with more and more outra- 
geous costumes and even more inventive 
musicianship. 

In 1977, after years of exhausting tours 
and massive stadium concerts, he chose to 
tone down his shows and played a series of 
dates accompanied only by percussionist 
Ray Cooper. It was a remarkable teaming, 
reprised in this historic Disney special. In 
November of that year he threatened to 
retire, but returned to the stage briefly in 
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1978 to perform with Eric Clapton, and in 
1979 he became the first Western rock 
star to play Moscow. The Eighties were a 
tumultuous decade filled with memorable 
songs, bold concerts—and a series of per- 
sonal misadventures that ultimately led to 
a Nineties Elton John who is as fit and as 
creative as ever. 

In this outing, stripped down to its bare 
musical bones, Elton John's work shines 
with poignancy and artfulness. The poetry 
especially lingers, and his lyricist since the 
beginning, Bernie Taupin, says, "For me, 
this show is like having your children put 
under a microscope." 

Before launching into yet another gem, 
“The One,” Elton says of Bernie, "We're a 
team and we always will be." A testament to 
the timelessness of their work together, this 
Disney Channel special proves that the songs 
hold up as strongly as ever, resonating more 
powerfully under such intimate scrutiny.

begun production while The Lion King has 
just entered the first-stage of development. But 
already artists and executives—including veteran 
animator Glen Keane—are gathering to discuss 
ideas for the studio’s 33rd animated feature. At 
their brainstorming meeting, fondly referred to as 
“The Gong Show,” concepts are quickly tossed 
around—and just as quickly rejected. 

As “The Gong Show” progresses, director Mike 
Gabriel stands up and presents the crowd with a 
color poster he's created. “Ladies and Gentlemen,” 
Gabriel announces. “Walt Disney Presents... 
Pocahontas. A story about a Native American 
princess torn between her love for her father and 
people and her love for the enemy: an English 
adventurer named John Smith." 

"The idea sold in an instant,” Glen Keane 
remembers. “1 can't remember anything 


happening that quickly.” 


And shortly thereafter, Keane found himself 
named.the supervising animator for the title 
character. At the time he was working on the anima- 
tion of Aladdin. And although Keane had created such 


memorable characters as Ariel in The Little Mermaid and 
the Beast of Beauty and the Beast, still he felt unprepared for 


the task of creating Pocahontas. 


"| knew it was going to be hard for me because it was a real 
love story,” Keane says. “For me, the film’s been like walking in the 
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dark—this kind of subtlety 
of acting along with sensi- 
tive storytelling. We just 
haven't done it before." 
Pocahontas, of course, is 
based on an historical figure 
rather than a fairy tale— 
another first in Disney anima- 
tion—and Keane says he felt 
moved to treat the character 
with an unusual dignity and 
integrity. Where an animator 
may rely on imagination and 
certain tricks of the trade in 
developing a character, this 
time Keane knew the task 
would require even more 
depth and involvement. 
In order to “know” Pocahon- 
tas and to create a unique, 


classical and ethnic beauty, Keane felt he must go to the source, to 
the roots of the Powhatan tribal princess. So he traveled to 


Jamestown, Virginia, where the story had unfolded nearly 400 years 


before. There Keane visited a recreation of the Powhatan village and 
a museum that housed tribal artifacts. But his ultimate inspiration 
came in the form of two young Native American women. 

Keane recalls: "1 was looking for something that would inspire 
me. As | was walking through the woods | was imagining: ‘Maybe 
this is where John Smith and Pocahontas met. Maybe over there, 
on that little hill, they saw the very same river I'm seeing now.’ 

“Then | heard this voice calling through the woods,” Keane says. 
“Excuse me, excuse me. You're the animator that's doing 
Pocahontas, aren't you?” Keane found himself facing two 
young women—sisters— 
who introduced 
themselves: "We're 
descendants of 
Pocahontas." 

As they chatted, 
Keane noted the sisters’ 
personalities.
